On Monday last the Council paw ed an 
ordinance granting a franchise to the 
Cahuenga Valley R. R. Oo.f on Burtz 
street from Temple to Diamond street, 
and on Diamond from Bnrtz street? to the 
weet city limits. The m atter had been 
before the Council several tim es, b ut no 
agreement could be reached until the 
company surrendered its first franohiee, 
allowing it the privilege of running trains 
on Temple street and Belmont avenue. 
This was done on Monday last and the 
franchise 
was granted. 
There was 
another franchise which the same par­ 
ties desired, one which will provide for 
the extension of the Second street cable 
road to the western city limits from its 
present terminus. 
This was held back 
until the m atter regarding the Cahuenga 
Valley R. R. Co. had been settled, end 
it has not yet been granted, having been 
laid over for a week for a bond. 
After 
the franchise had been granted to the 
Cahuenga Valley R. R. Co. it was learned 
that a perm anent injunction had been 
granted by the Superior Court prohibit­ 
ing the company from running its trains 
in the city limits. 
W hat effect the 
granting of the new franchise will have 
is a m atter yet to be decided. 
Since the franchise was grantf.d the 
statem ent han been made that Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin, the President of the two roads, 
had said that the minority of the Council 
could be “ bought." This he em phat­ 
ically denied, but yesterday the following 
affidavit was filed with the City Clerk, 
and will be read ia the Council tomor­ 
row: 
G. A. Fudickar, being first duly sworn, 
deposes and says that he is a citizen of 
the city of Los Angeles, State of Califor­ 
nia ; that on or about the 16th day of 
September, 1389, while riding along Fort 
street, near Second street, in said city, he 
met Mr. Jam es McLaughlin, President of 
the Second Street Cable Railroad Com­ 
pany and of the Cahuenga Valley Rail­ 
road Company, and stopping, said Mc­ 
Laughlin entered into a conversation with 
him relative to the getting by the said 
Mi Luughlin 
for the above-mentioned 
railroad companies certain franchises; 
that during 
said conversation affiant 
asked the said McLaughlin why he did 
not apply to the Council (meaning the 
present Board of Councilmen of the said 
City of Los Angeles) for a franchise 
granting to the said Second Street 
Cable Railroad Company the privileges 
of extending and operating its road from 
the present western term inus thereof to 
the city limite, and also a franchise 
granting to said Cahuenga Valley Rail­ 
road Company the right to operate its 
present road as a horse or mule car line, 
eo far as the same lay within the city 
limits. 
That the said McLaughlin, re­ 
plying to said inquiries on the part of 
affiant, stated it was useless for him (the 
said McLaughlin) to ask anything from 
the present Council; that the Council 
would refuse any request that he might 
m ake; that it was no use for him to go 
before said Council to try to get any­ 
thing from it unless he was prepared to 
pay for i t ; that thereupon affiant stated 
to said M cLaughlin that he (affiant) did 
not believe the Council was at all cor­ 
rupt or could be “ bought." 
That the 
said McLaughlin 
thereupon 
replied; 
“ I do not mean to state that the major­ 
ity of the present Council can be bought; 
that I can buy the majority. 
I know the 
minority can be bought. 1 know w hat I 
am talking about. 
I can make my affi­ 
davit to the truth of what I say to that 
effect.” That the statem ent on the part 
of said McLaughlin was made openly 
and without reserve, and was made in 
the presence and in the hearing of Mr. 
Edwin A. Meserve, who was in the affi­ 
ant’s company at the tim e and place 
said conversation took place, and said 
inquiries and statem ents were made. 
This was signed by G. A. Fudickar, 
and was sworn to 
before 
Anthony 
Schwam, a notary public. 
Attached to 
it was the following: 
“ E . A. M eserve, being first

sworn, deposes and says that he has read 
the foregoing affidavit of G. A. Fudickar 
and that the same is true.”

J. Heffernan, who is said 
to be the m an who drove Dr. Cronin to 
his death on the night of May 4th, Sus­ 
picion was first directed toward Heifer* 
nan in July, while the Chicago police 
were inquiring into Tom Desmond’s con­ 
nection with the case. 
Juat before the Cronin murder Des­ 
mond went on from San Francisco to 
W ashington, stopping some time in Chi­ 
cago. 
H e was accompanied by a man, 
who, it has since been ascertained, was 
Heffernan. The latter was introduced 
under an assumed nam e as a Clan-na- 
Gael member in good standing and Sen­ 
ior G uardian of a cam p in California; in 
Bhort, a m an to be trusted. Desmond, 
after getting Heffernan well acquainted 
with Chicagoans, w ent on to W ashing­ 
ton, and left his California friend in 
Chicago. 
There Heffernan stayed till a 
few d ay B after Cronin’s murder, when he 
quietly dropped out of sight. 
W hen the Chicago police began to in­ 
quire into Desmond’s visit they learned 
th a t he was accompanied by another 
Irishm an, who was mysteriously missed. 
This m an was Hefferman, but the police 
did not know it. 
In their efforts to 
find him the detectives were sent to 
San Francisco, where 
they arreBted 
M orris W alsh, a cook on the Panama 
steam er Acapulco, b ut of course he 
turned out to be the wrong man, and 
they released him . 
TUB DRIVER OF THE WHITE HORSE. 
About two weeks ago Chief Hubbard, 
of the Chicago police, secured a photo­ 
graph of Hefferman. 
It was shown to 
Mrs. Couklin, the lady w ith whom Dr. 
Cronin boarded. 
She at once said, 
“ T hat’s the m an who came here with 
the white horse after the doctor.’’ 
This was pretty strong, but the police 
wanted to be dead su re; so without Bay­ 
ing anything about Mrs. Conklin’s identi­ 
fication, they handed the photograph to 
F rank Scanlan, another intim ate friend 
of Cronin’s, who came along just as the 
latter was stepping into the buggy to an­ 
swer a supposed call from O'Sullivan, 
the ice man. 
Scanlan stopped for a mo­ 
m ent to speak with the doctor, and thus 
got a better iook at the driver of the 
w hite horse than Mrs. Conkliu did. 
Scanlan’s identification 
is thoroughly 
satisfactory. He said: “ T hat’s the man, 
sure.” 
Copies of the photograph were then 
made and sent out on a police circular, 
calling for Reffernan’s arrest, and it was 
through one of these that he was finally 
spotted here. 
DESCRIPTION OK THE SUSPECT. 
Heffernan is a young m an about 30 
years old, neat in dress, and very frank 
and gentlem anly in demeanor. He stands 
about five feet seven and a half inches in 
his stockings, and is rather stout, with a 
slight stoop to his shoulders, and has 
light brown hair. His cheeks are plump, 
with a bright pink tint. He wears a long, 
flowing dark mustache, and has a clean­ 
shaven chin, but is capable of growing a 
thick, stubby beard very rapidly. 
The man who drove Dr. Cronin away 
from Jiis home on the night of May 3d 
answers the description of Heffernan 
perfectly, except th at he was poorly 
dressed and had a stubby beard. 
Both 
of these features it would be an easy 
thing for Heffernan to assume, especially 
if he wished to disguise him sell, as he 
undoubtedly did. 
STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST HIM. 
There is another strong point against 
Heffernan, and one which he cannot 
deny. The officers who are after him 
say th at while in Chicago Heffernan 
was alm ost always in company with Dan 
Coughlin, and on the night of May 3rd it 
is alleged th at both m en were seen 
leaving the house of a leading suspect in 
the case at a late hour. 
The Oakland 
dispatch 
is supple­ 
m ented by the Chicago end of the story, 
which is p rac'^allv to the same effect. 
I t says Heffernan 
:stered under an 
assumed nam e while here. That his 
identity was discovered by a well-known 
member of Camp No. 20, Clan-na-Gael, 
who followed up all the clues; that a 
requisition on the Governor of California 
was secured from Governor Fifer, and 
officers were dispatched to San Fran­ 
cisco last Tuesday. 
THE STORY DENIED AT OAKLAND. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , September 2 1 .—Chief 
of Police Tompkins and Captain Fletcher, 
of Oakland, were interviewed this after­ 
noon and denied any knowledge of any 
Chicago police or detectives being in 
Oakland in search of J . J. Heffernan, 
who is said to be wanted in Chicago for 
complicity in the Cronin case. No such 
nam e as J. J. Heffernan appears in the 
Oakland directory, and the postoffice 
authorities have received no letters ad­ 
dressed to such a person.

T h e appointment cf a committee by 
the Cham ber of Commerce to investi­ 
gate and report upon the complaints of 
the vignerons against the persecutions 
of the officers of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, was a timely proceeding upon 
the part of that body. The wine manu­ 
facturers have reason to feel outraged at 
the hostile way in which their interest 
is treated by the Revenne Bureau, at the 
behest of the Whiskey ring, which is in­ 
terested in crushing out our wine and 
brandy industry. If the committee will 
thoroughly overhaul this whole business 
and formulate a feauible remedy, as we 
believe they will, eomething practical 
may be done in behalf of our suffering 
vignerons. 


T h e r e is very general dissatisfaction 
expressed by property holders at the 
high-pressure rate at which the Council 
is keeping up the work of improving 
streets iz ^ th e suburbs. It is claimed 
that a grew deal of new street work is 
ordered that is not presently argent, and 
which wonld keep nntil times are better 
and money ia lets stringent. I t is little 
less than confiscation in some instances 
to force improvements as they are now 
being 
forced. 
The taxpayers 
need 
a rett. 
W here grading and sidewalking 
is not absolutely indispensable for the 
convenience of the public and the people 
in the vicinity, it might well be passed 
for a while. The pressure of contractors 
■honld be made to give way to the dis­ 
tress of property holders, and the Coun­ 
cil should listen to the loud complaints 
of the poor people who are trying to hold 
on to their little homes, instead of yield­ 
ing to the clamors of parties interested in 
piling aseecsments for street improve­ 
ments upon them* 
Let the brakes be 
put down for a season. 


T h e taste for realism on the stage is 
about to be gratified in this city by a per­ 
formance in which a safe is blown open 
by two professional burglars, who, how­ 
ever, we are glad to know, have re­ 
formed.

If we are going to have real­ 
ism to the bitter end in the dram a of the 
future, why not, where a m urder scene 
occurs, have a real genuine m urderer to 
do the b u in e ss? 
We have no doubt 
that “ Black Bart” could be engaged to 
play the real stage robber, and such a 
scene would be sensational enough if a 
real stage and genuine horses, with a c ­ 
tual passengers th at had gone through 
the ordeal, could be made to appear. 
We can imagine a danger in this sort of 
business. 
The real burglar might get 
tired of cracking bogus safes on the 
stage, and for a change take to cracking 
genuine ones in somebody’s office. 
It 
might be as dangerous to reformed safe 
crackers to tempt them w ith their old 
practices as it ia to place liqaor in the 
way of the reformed drunkard. 


Our Svetlan aa a S a n ita r ia n . 
Mr. H enry T. Finck, in his paper on 
“ The Future of Southern California,” in 
The Nation oí the 12th instant, discusses 
the hygienic properties of onr climate 
with rem arkable clearness and striking 
force. 
H e illustrates his argum ent by 
showing that January, February, March 
and April, the four most disagreeable 
months in the E ast ont of the twelve, 
are here the most perfect. Or, to use 
his o v i words: 
“ The sky is of the 
deepest blue, the air neither cold nor 
warm, but exhilarating, and laden with 
the perfumes of orange blossoms and 
wild flowers.” There are of course dis­ 
agreeable days here during our rainy 
season—that is disagreeable days for the 
invalid, but welcome and golden days 
to

Dr. C. B. Bates mentions in the 
Southern California Practitioner the case 
of a consumptive who kept a record of 
the weather, and found th a t in one year 
there were but fifteen days in which he 
was confined to the honse, ten of them 
being rainy and five windy. In this im ­ 
munity of 8onthern California from con­ 
tinuous and excessive rain 6torms, Mr. 
Finck thinks we possess a great ad­ 
vantage over other w inter resorts for 
invalids; but this be considers only one 
of half a dozen advantages which our 
section possesses as a sanitarium .

THE LATTEK’S EVASIVE TACTICS.

B e r l i n , September 21.— The Kieler 
Zeitung announces that 
the Russian 
yachts Bergava and Czarevna and the 
ironclad conveying the Czar are timed to 
reach Kiel on th e morning of the 27th 
inet. 
If bism arck’s plans are effected, 
instead of a short and unceremonious 
visit, the Czar will be treated to a num ­ 
ber of Court banquets and a diplomatic 
dinner. 
The absence of De Giers, Rus­ 
sian Foreign M inister, indicates th a t the 
Czar is determ ined to refuse Prince Bis­ 
marck a political conference. 
All the 
Russian papers agree that the exception­ 
ally friendly treatm ent accorded the 
Czarewitch during his visit to Germany, 
and the courtesies offered the Czar, do 
not affect the relations between the 
countries. 


TH E c z a r ’s ANGER AROUSED. 
The Czar’s personal feelings toward 
Emperor W illiam have recently been 
excited by an incident arising from his 
conferring the order of St. Stanislaus or. 
the Bulgarian, Grueff, who kidnapped 
Prince A lexander of Batten burg, and 
who now is a Russian pensioner. The 
Em peror at a military dinner, in the 
course of a conversation expressed won 
der that the decoration shonld have 
been given to a traitorous soldier. Three 
Russian officers who wore th e decora­ 
tion of the order of St. 
Stanislaus, 
heard the Em peror’s words. 
They forth­ 
with returned their insignia to St. Peters­ 
burg, with a collectively signed protest 
stating that they could not wear an 
order th at had been given to a mutineer. 
The Czar’s exasperation was so intense 
that 
he dem anded 
through 
Count 
Schouvaloff, the Russian Ambassador 
here, punishm ent of the officers. The 
Emperor placed them under arrest for 
unauthorized correspondence with 
a 
foreign Government, but afler two daya 
lie ordered their release. 


TH E MERITS O F SMOKELESS POW DER. 
The maneuvers a t Hanover terminated 
today. The Post publishes a report on 
the maneuvers, which ia a conclusion as 
to the necessity of smokeleB3 powder 
henceforth for both the artillery and the 
infantry. 
The corps using smokeless 
powder got w ithin 200 yards of the 
enemy without the later being able to 
determine the distance. 
The latter were 
often taken on the flank and were unable 
to guesB whence the tire came. 
If it 
had been a real battle thoy would have 
been annihilated. 
The W ar Office is 
preparing a supply of smokeless powder 
for all the troops, iucluding the second- 
class landwenr. 
The latest perfected 
smokeless powder leaves no sign after 
firing by infantry, and only a slight gray 
m ist after the tiring of artillery. 


CONSUL EDW ARDS’ TROUBLE. 
The constant equabbleB between Ed­ 
wards, United StateB Consul at Berlin, 
and the merchante have resulted in a 
formal com plaint being sent to the For­ 
eign Office by the M erchante’ Society re­ 
garding the Coneul’s delay of business 
and uncivil treatm ent.

has already been referred to H erbert Bis­ 
m arck, who ia indisposed to interfere, on 
the ground that the m atter is of too little 
importance.

A m an nam ed Beauchamp, who, with 
two brothers, had worked at the wreck 
witheut sleep ever since the land slide, 
crawled into a small opening to get Kemp, 
who was lying under an immense pile of 
stones, when the wuole mass came down 
on his back.

being a strong man, managed to crawl

blocked by the corpse of a woman. 
A priest who pteeed the night, at the 
scene encouraging the workers, kneeled 
down and began to recite a prayer. 
The 
men, although exhausted, seeing Beau 
cham p apparently doomed to certain 
death, rushed to the rescue, and after 
great efforts their comrade was pulled 
out., b ut not without serious injury. 
John N )an was rescued alive, although 
he had neen imprisoned under ruins 
tw enty feet de^p :h r.y-aix hours. 
Timothy Regan, wouuded in the land­ 
slide, died this morning. 
Coroner Belleau opened the inquest 
this morning. 
After a short sitting he 
adjourned ti 1 Tuesday. 
This afternoon the body of Mrs. Kemp 
was found under a m ass of stones, 
beams and rafters. 
H er head only was 
clear. 
In order to release her body the 
men attem pted to move a stone weigh­ 
ing some 500 pounds, but it crashed 
do a d upon the woman’s head, smashing 
it to a jelly. 
The hotly was recovered 
later, but a leg was torn off in pulling it 
out of the wreck. 
The corpse of Mar­ 
garet Welsh was reached under a pile of 
masonry. The head was almoBt severed 
from the body, which was horribly mu­ 
tilated. 
These are the only additional 
corpses found afler twenty-four hours’ 
work. 
The quantity of rocks, lum ber and ma­ 
sonry is so great that three or four hours 
hard work does not show any difference 
in the debris. 
It is thought that sixteen 
persona are still missing, and th at they 
were in the basem ents of the buildings 
at th e time of the land-slide. The de­ 
bris mu8t be cleared level to the ground 
in order to get at them , and this will 
occupy several days. 
The guard room of the river police 
station ha? been tram-formed into a mor­ 
tuary chapel, and twenty corpses recov­ 
ered have been lsid in a row in front 
of an altar on which a num ber of lamps 
are burning. 
Aromatic essences are ilso 
burned to counteract the stench arising 
from the decomposing 
bodies. 
The 
chapel is open to tho public and people 
flock there on masse. 
The funeral will 
take place tomorrow.

framed one themselves, and called an 
election for the people to vote un it.

States troops under the authority of 
General M erritt prevented, the election. 
Two or three weeks ago the charter 
prepared 
by

com m ittee 
author­ 
ized by the Council was voted down. 
The original charter faction then called 
an election on their charter for today, 
again without the consent of the Mayor 
and Council. 
General M erritt again 
sent orders to Colonel Sayder to prevent 
it, and this moroiDg C iptain Stiles in 
command of the troops here carried out 
the command at the point oí the bayonet. 
The 
polls 
were 
opened 
early 
in 
the morning and a large crowd 
assembled. 
A num ber 
of 
persona 
endeavored to vote when Captain Stiles 
throw a company across the street and 
gave the command to charge. The com­ 
pany encountered no opposition to their 
progress. 
The leaderB of the charter 
faction then rushed to another place and 
declared the polls open again. 
Captain 
Stiles again repeated the charge' and 
again cleared the street. 
R. Glasgow 
then mounted a box and called the 
crowd around him and advised them to 
disperse. Continuing, he censured the 
interference of the m ilitary, when Cap- 
Stiles charged the crowd for the third

The Second- 
ward polls were then declared open in 
another part of the city. Captain Stiles 
proceeded to the new voting places. The 
leaders of the charter faction, after con­ 
sulting with Captain Stiles, advised the 
crowd to disperse.

What u Eastern Paper Saya of Its 
Future. 
The distillation of brandy in the State 
of California is destined to ásenme vast 
proportions in the near future, and the 
whole Titicoltural interest of the State is 
apparently on the eve of an important 
■evolution. 
The recent internal revenue 
regulation, whereby this product can be 
stored in bond in other States besides 
that in which it is manufactured, was a 
just concession to the necessities of a 
glowing industry; and the present move­ 
ment which proposes the building of dis­ 
tilleries in central wine producing dis­ 
tricts is another advance towards m eet­ 
ing one of the principal requirements of 
the wine growers, since it will enable 
to utilize inferior and unsalable 
wines by turning them into marketable 
brandiee. 
. . . 
There is no valid reason why the 
brandy trade of the Pacific Coast should 
not rival in importance that of the famed 
cognac district of France, and thus b e­ 
come supplementary to the whiskey dig 
tilling enterprises of Kentucky and the 
E astin promoting the fuller development 
of the spirit manufacturing interests 
of the United States. 
It is no more 
necessary 
that 
the 
production 
of 
brandy, wine or whiskey should be 
limited by the requirem ents of our 
home trade than it ie th a t anyone 
State should manufacture only so much 
of a commodity as can be consumed 
within her own’borders. If France should 
henceforth make no more cognac than 
would supply her domestic demand, a 
large proportion of her distilleries would 
have to be dismantled, and the others to 
curtail production, and a prosperous sec­ 
tion of that country would have to seek 
other employment for its capital and 
labor. If the distilleries of Ireland, Scot­ 
land and Holland catered for a home 
market only, they would stand idle dur­ 
ing the greater portion of the year, in­ 
stead of being continuously active, as they 
now are. W hy, then, should our distil­ 
leries be content to rest on their oars and 
supply a home market only ? 
And why 
should we hear so much of the bugga- 
boo of over-production when the world is 
ours, 11 we choose to take possession ? 
The manufacturers of Europe look upon 
the world-at-large as their legitimate 
market. Are our manufacturers less en­ 
terprising than those of Bordeaux, Cham­ 
pagne, or Rotterdam ; of Spain, Portugal 
or the Rhine? The champagnes, cognac 
and clarete of France, the “ Potheen” of 
Ireland, the “ Usquebaugh” of Scotland 
the “ Stout” of Dublin, the Ale of Burton 
on-Trent, and the “ Schnapps” of Hol­ 
land, are not only to be found in every 
country where the English language is 
spoken, but form im portant staples of 
commerce with all the civilized nations 
of the globe. 
There was a time in the history of the 
wine and brandy producing countries of 
Europe, when their wares were crude 
and their m arkets uncertain. 
In those 
days they were struggling to bring wine 
making to perfection and laboring to find 
an extended market for their products. 
Today they have it is true such advan 
tagee over California as a few centuries 
thus employed 
naturally give th e m ; 
but the latter has advantages of its own 
which shonld go far towards counter­ 
balancing these. 
It has a climate and 
eoU unsurpassed by those of the most 
favored portions of the old world, and 
with theee and old-world experience for 
a guide, and the markets of the world 
for an incentive, there is nothing impos­ 
sible for the Golden State to accomplish. 
It is the proud boast of Americans that 
the development of every industry in this 
land has been phenomenal, that the pro­ 
ducts of oar cosmopolitan population are 
equal, and in m any instances superior, to 
those of Europe; and there is no vaiid 
reason why the wines and brandies of 
California and the whiskies of Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Tennessee 
shonld not be recognized as desirable 
mercantile commodities by all the civil­ 
ised nations of the earth. 
One of the principal obstacles hitherto 
encountered by our manufacturers of 
wines and spirituous liquors, in endeav­ 
oring to carry out any plan commensu­ 
rate with the requirements of interna­ 
tional trade, has been a lack of financial 
reeourcea. 
This difficulty is, however, 
likely soon to be overcome, since capi­ 
talists both of the old and new world 
are seeking for more profitable invest­ 
ments than 
are afforded by consols 
or government bonds, and our brew­ 
eries, distilleries and vineyards are being 
■ought out because of the better divi­ 
dends they are likely to yield. The ques­ 
tion may arise in connection with this 
matter as to w hether the introduction of 
foreign capital in the development of our 
manufactures will really promote our na­ 
tional interests, but it would be easy to 
■how that the source from whence the 
money may come is of secondary import­ 
ance so long as it is engaged in the legit­ 
imate purpoee of aiding to develop and 
extend our manufacturing 
industries. 
The benefit to be derived from its in­ 
vestment will be m utual between the 
capitalists and our community. There 
ie a wide distinction between capital so 
employed and that used in the creation 
of monopolies for the enhancem ent of 
values by the curtailm ent of production, 
the object in the latter case being the 
enrichment of a few at the expense of the 
many. 
Capital controlled by the so- 
called “ trusts” is all of this order, and as 
its perversion to such ends constitutes a 
curse, it should be made the subject of 
confiscation for the benefit of the people. 
There have been some attem pts to in­ 
troduce American wines and spirits into 
foreign countries, bat these have been on 
a very limited scale. 
Kentucky and 
other distilleries have shipped whiskies 
to the English market and the experi­ 
m ents have m et with a considerable 
am ount of success. 
American whis­ 
kies now form part of 
the 
stock- 
in-trade of some of the prominent 
inns and restaurants of London, and else­ 
where. 
Rporte of the shipments of Cali­ 
fornia wines and brandies, given in each 
issue of The Wettern Broker, show that 
there is a considerable movement of 
these toward “ La Belle France,” occa­ 
sional consignments to Great Britain, 
China and Japan, and large and in­ 
creasing sales to South American States, 
Mexico 
and 
many 
other 
coun­ 
tries. 
In 
this 
connection 
we 
may add th at our Prohibitionist friends 
were recently shocked over the dis­ 
covery that Puritanic Boston annually 
■hips millions of gallons of rum to be­ 
nighted Africa. But w hat is now being 
done is sa a drop in a bucket compared 
with the vast possibilities before the 
trade. 
W hen these are comprehended 
and our manufacturera and merchants 
are 
prepared 
to 
compete with the 
enterprising men of other parts of the 
world, our products in wines and spirits 
will bring nntold wealth. 
And when 
th e viticultural interests of the Pacific 
Coast are expanded to their fullest 
capacity, they will prove to be among 
th e most im portant wealth-producing in­ 
dustries of this magnificent country.—

MORE ABOUT HOGS FOB PROFIT. 


Many Lines in W hich the Farm ers 
Need to Combine for Their Own 
Protection in this Section. 


The Rural Californian published for 
the curient m onth an issue of rem ark­ 
able features in many respects. 
It con­ 
tains nearly 100 pages of m atter, a great 
deal of which is exceptionally good. 
One of the most prominent features of 
the issue is the large amount of advertis­ 
ing in it. 
More than one half of the 
m atter is paid for. It is understood that 
this departm ent was for the most part 
attended to by Mr. J . M ariner K ent, and 
he certainly did right yeoman work in 
securing in these dull times so large a 
patronage for his paper. 
The number in question is supposed to 
be an immigration one. 
That is. it is in

Illinoia will produce as 
good meat as the western hog. If the 
m eat is cured by the same process as is 
used in Chicago or Cincinnati it will be 
as palatable as any meats cured in thoBe 
cities. And there is no vestige of a rea­ 
son why the same feed should not be had 
for hogs here as there, nor why they 
shonld not be as well cured. 
If this 
writer had stated that hogs in this section 
are fed on poor stuff, or that the m eat is 
not properly cured, there might be some 
reason in fact on which to base the as­ 
sertion, and make it at least partially 
trae. 
B at in the shape in which it 
appears it is grossly false. The only 
motive 
we 
can find 
for this sort 
of 
outgiving 
is 
that 
the 
writer 
is engaged in importing hog products 
from the West to this city, or that he is 
interested in «orne hog establishment at 
the Weet 
H e may be simply ignorant 
on the subject on which he is writing, 
and may have done this injury to this 
sectton without interested or malign 
motives. 
But the Rural ought to protect 
its patrons in this section against the 
injurious effects of such a letter, whether 
it was penned In ignorance or malice. 
The 
letter 
in another 
part says: 
“ Doubtless, packers here would like to 
have farmers raise hogs. It would be a 
source of profit to th e packer, because 
he could dictate prices; but the result to 
the farmer would probably be unsatis­ 
factory, if not disastrous." Now, here 
there is some ground for the statement 
made. 
Some years ago the Laguna 
Farm ing Company 
procured a Urge 
. num ber of hogs w rich were fattened on 
the barley and other Btuff produced 
on the ranch. 
W hen ready for the 
knife, th**se enterprising people discov­ 
ered that the packers had made a com­ 
bine and would not pay a fair price for 
the hogs. The result was th at the en­ 
terprise was abandoned after ttiat year, 
and no similar attempt was made again. 
There is nothing in the climate of L ob 
Angeles to account for this state of af­ 
fairs. 
All sections of the country have 
been in an embryo condition at times. 
All industries have their email begin­ 
nings and have to be nursed into life. 
If the middlemen of Los Angeles are of 
this stam p, some measures should be 
taken at once to stamp them out of ex­ 
istence. The proper thing to do is to 
encourage enterprises of the sort re­ 
ferred 
to with 
a view of 
making 
large 
profits 
out 
of 
them 
after 
they have reached a certain stage of de­ 
velopment. If the merchants here are 
so foolish as to kill the goose that lays 
the golden eggs, so as to get all the profit 
at one squeeze, why let them be forced 
out of the way, to make place for men of 
k more enlightened policy. But, the 
H bbald is not of the Cassandra prophet 
stripe, and does not see any reason for 
taking so lugubrious a view of the situa­ 
tion. 
It is of the opinion that all that is 
necessary in these premises is to get up a 
strong combination of the producers and 
dealers, with a view to developing many 
of the agricultural resources of this sec­ 
tion in such a m anner as to make them 
profitable to both producer and dealer. 
It is very certain th at a large percent­ 
age of the dealers of this city and of sur­ 
rounding towns can be enrolled in such 
an organisation. 
Hogs are not the only 
industry for which such a combination is 
desirable, although this in one of the 
foremost of them all. 
All that is needed 
to make hog-raising a m atter of large 
profit in this section is the secure means 
of properly curing the meat. For this a 
large cold storage concern is the only 
thing required. Ice can be made now 
almost as cheaply as it can be cut and 
stored. 
It can be made cheap enough to 
pack meal. 
If the farm ers will all combine and the 
dealers will join in this enterprise a large 
cold storage company can be organized 
and all the apparatus procured for pack­ 
ing meats here with perfect success. 
Then hogs will be raised in larger or 
«mailer numbers by every farmer in this 


section, and &1,000,000 worth of hog pro­ 
ducts can be packed here a year. 
The same course of reasoning can be 
applied to the production of chickens, 
eggs, cheese, butter, pickles, and a lost 
of other products of the soil, th at require 
preparation before they are fit for the 
the lable Then the field of operations can 
be extended and markets opened at the 
East for the vegetable and fruit products 
of this most favored land. Of all the 
things most pressingly necessary at this 
moment, th at of encouraging the devel­ 
opm ent of the agricultural resources of 
thiB section takes the first plac9.

Leonis, of the county of Los Angeles, 
State of California, of the uge of 62 
years, and being of sound and disposing 
mind and memory, and not acting under 
duress, menace, fraud or undue influence 
of any person whatsoever, do make, pub­ 
lish and declare this my last will and 
testament, to take effect only in the 
United States of America, in the manner 
following, to wit: 
First. 
I desire that my rem ains be 
decently interred with due regard to my 
circumstances and station in life. 
Secondly. That all my just debts and 
liabilities be paid and discharged. 
Thirdly. That I give, bequeath and 
devise to my brother, Juan Leouis, the 
eum of fifteen thousand dollars in lawful 
money of the United States, the same to 
be taken from the mass of my property 
and to be a first charge thereon. 
Fourthly. 
I give, bequeath and devise 
to I. W. Heilman and G. L. Mesnager 
the sum of ♦5,000, lawful money of the 
United States, in trust for üie use, bene­ 
fit and behoof of U pirita C hijulla, who 
has hem for many years my faitniui 
housekeeper, the said sum to be taken 
from the mass of my property, and the 
said eum so bequeathed and devised to 
the said trustees to be by them invested 
in loans upon real estate in the county 
of Los Angeles, at the highest rate of in­ 
terest obtainable, and the income arising 
therefrom to be by the said trustees paid 
to the said Espirita Chi juila during her 
natural life for the maintenance and sup­ 
port of the said Espirita Chijulla, having 
full power to dispose of the said princi­ 
pal sum or such amount thereof as may 
be in existence at the time of her death 
by testamentary disposition, and not 
otherwise, my intention being to prevent

devises and bequests so made to her and 
for her benefit shall not take effect, and 
shall be considered as not having been 
made, and shall enter into and be a part 
of the maes of my estate. 
Seventhly. 
All the residue and re­ 
mainder of my estate, real, personal and 
mixed, and of which I may die seized 
and possessed in the State of California, 
1 give, bequeath and devise to my 
brothers and sisters who may be living at 
the date of my death, share and share 
alike, and to the children of my deceased 
brothers or sisterB “ per stirpes."

Following this, on the next page, there 
is written in Spanish, but not signed 
this:

o contra su testamentaria. 
The above was intended to be a com­ 
plete relinquishment of all further claims 
on the part of the Chijulla woman to 
the projierty of Leonis. 
It was presented 
to her for her signature at the time of 
signihg the will. 
The woman refused 
point blank to sign, and it íh therefore 
fair to presume that sue intends to fight 
the will. 
Leonis duriDg his life acknowl­ 
edged her as his wife, and she is said to 
have borne him a child which died. 
It 
is also reported that Leonis 
had a 
wife in France. 
His estate in that 
country is said to be considerable. 
He 


may have left it to the woman there, as 
no one here will disclose the contents of 
the other will, if they are known. 
The nephew of the deceased, Goytino, 
not once named in the above will. He 
w ill be pretty certain to attem pt to at­ 
tack the instrum ent if any way opens for 
him to do so. 
On the whole there seems

A C itize n W ho W a n t! N o te W ater. 
Oilier C o r r o ip o n d c n c e . 
E ditors H er a l d — The question touch­ 
ing the formulation and construction of a 
system of sc- werage for Los Angeles City 
ought to be preceded by th a t of supply­ 
ing the city with an abundance of water. 
To construct sewers first anti provide the 
water necessary to their efficient utiliza­ 
tion afterwards would be patting the cart 
before the hor*e. 
It is notorious that in 
many parts cf the city—E ast Los An­ 
geles, Boyle H eights, the W est End, and 
nearly all the suburban foothill localities 
—the present water supply is insufficient 
for the ordinary dem ands of the resi­ 
dents. 
There are times, extending over 
periods from a few hours to a few days, 
when even this inadequate supply is cut 
off altogether, and the householders, in 
some places, left to shift as best they 
may for the all-im portant fluid. 
W hat 
would be the condition of those people 
with the water dem ands of a sewerage 
system superadded to those household 
dem ands 
now 
so 
insufficiently 
supplied ? 
W ithout water, or with 
an inadequate supply of water, sewers 
w .uld be useless, or speedily become a 
source of diacanofort, if not disease, to 
the people for whose comfort and con­ 
venience and by whose money they are 
to be built. 
The experience of other communities 
in this behalf should teach us that the 
water supply of a city is satisfactory only 
when controlled directly by the city it­ 
self. 
A sa rule a city water company or 
corporation, from some cause, good or 
evil, has never been fully up to the just 
demands of all its patrons. Its intentions 
may be g:od, but there is always a hitch 
somewhere o the disadvantage of this or 
th a t part ot the city directly interested. 
But, be that as it may, it ie poor econ­ 
omy, bad financial “ form ," in amunici* 
paf government to turn over to a private 
corporation the water supply of the city. 
No private company 
or 
corporation 
should be perm itted to prosecute an en ­ 
terprise, even for the benefit of the citi­ 
zens, at the expense of the citizens,when 
the city itself controla tiiu m eans of sup­ 
plying the desired benefit for much less 
expense per capita than th a t charged by 
the enterprising company in question. 
Everybody knows this, and everybody 
should insist on its practical application 
to city politics. 
And everybody knows, too, that there 
exists in Los Angeles, in abundance, the 
means of furnishing its citizens with an 
unfailing* supply of pure water, if those 
means were only utilized by the city. 
The city press has frequently pointed 
out the way in which this may he done. 
The city government cannot plead ignor­ 
ance of the modus in </uo. 
Then why 
have not the city authorities moved in 
this m atter? 
The construction of reser­ 
voirs among the hills around the city in 
which to store the water of the Los An­ 
geles river for city use, now running to 
waste, would afford rem unerative work 
for the hundreds of idle workmen ac­ 
knowledged to be in the city. 
The peo­ 
ple dem and water ; the idle men de­ 
mand work. 
Why do not the city au­ 
thorities take the necessary steps to sup­ 
ply both dem ands?

the raison crop this season will be very 
satisfactory both in quantity and quality. 
The picking is going forward in earnest, 
and numerous camps of both Americans 
and Chinamen are to be seen near the 
different vineyards. 
Along California 
avenue, between Jefferson and Arlington 
avenues, it is lined w ith the tents of 
Americans who are picking the grapes in 
th at section, while a large camp of C hi­ 
nam en is located on Arlington avenue, 
near Magnolia.—[Riverside Press. 
The cannery has about exhausted the 
season’s fruit crop. It is thought that 
next week will close the canning busi­ 
ness for this year. The company has put 
up something over 150,000 cans of fruit 
and about throe carloads of dried fruit, 
the dried fruit being mostly apricots, 
peaches and primes, the latter named 
fruit reaching nearly thirty tons, much of 
which is hauled from Cucamonga. They 
are now engaged in putting up. lale 
peachos and psars. The Colton cannery 
a few days ago purchased 525 cases of 
canned goods, and a few carloads have 
been shipped east, but the bulk of the 
fruit is still unshipped. About six car­ 
loads ate sluieu ¡u G iáuer’ü waruiiuuftj.

W hen Mr. Garcelon went 
north he took with him a quantity of 
his Rip Van W inkle lemons in his 
valise, and after the work with the 
Board of Equalization was completed, 
went to San Francisco to show the fruit 
to some of Lhe fruit dealers in the 
metropolis. 
Mr. Garcelon says that 
the dealers who saw the lemons ex­ 
pressed surprise at the excellent color, 
quality and quantity of juice, and said 
th at they wore the beBt that they have 
ever seen. Three dealers offered him 
$10 a box for his lemons in preference 
te paying $S per box for foreign fruit.

There are several coses of typhoid 
fever in the city, and some of the 
patients are lying almost at the point of 
death. 
In nearly every instance the dis­ 
enso can be easily traced to the use of 
water from tanka which have not been 
cleaned out for a long tim e, and which 
are consequently full of particles of de­ 
cayed animal and vogstab’o m atter, both 
the most deadly of poisons. One man 
who was paying a neighbor for water 
noticed the fearful stench arising from 
the fluid, and after some persuasion got 
permission to look into the tank. 
Ab he 
suspected he found in the water tho car­ 
cass of a cat so nearly decomposed as to 
be completely disintegrated and soft. 
No woüder IJpliUM fever is becoming 
friquent. 
Those v.ho aro now UBirg 
water that smells to high heaven had 
much better pet their supply somewhere 
else, even if they have to carry it four 
blocks.—[Santa Ana Free Press. 
Captain P. T. Adams, of TuBtin, is the 
model farm er oi th at precinct, and yet 
he don’t wear himself out with worry. 
He has the finest twenty-acre ranch in 
the valley, which he has made in the 
past ten or twelve years. 
His oranges 
that he sold the past spring and summer 
brought him about $2,000 cash, the pro­ 
duct of 000 trees. 
H is walnut crop, now 
ripe, will reach about 15,000 pounds, 
w hich, at eight cents a pound, will bring 
$1,200 more. 
Aside from these staple 
articles he raises a large quantity cf 
fruits for home use aud the market. 
As 
he was never seized with the mania for 
speculating during the boom, he took 
care of his beautiful home and finds his 
reward in the splendid crops he gets 
every year. The young crop of oranges 
now coming on i« the finest he ever had 
yet. 
He is one farmer who takes life aq 
it comes and has solved *he problem that 
life is worth living, if a fellow gets paid 
for it, and the way to Ret pay for it is to 
do a little solid work now and then.— 
[Santa Ana Standard. 
H aving heard in various ways th>;t 
some parasite was destroying the red scale 
up in the Ban Gabriel valley,W .W . Mar­ 
tin and myself concluded that we would 
go up there and see for ourselves what it 
was, so last Friday we went to Pomona 
and rem ained over night, making in­ 
quiries of different ones what they knew 
of it, but found no one that knew any­ 
thing about the parasite, but on the con­ 
trary found that they were going to have 
a public meeting on Saturday to see what 
could be done with the “ Duarte red 
scale,” as it was getting pretty badly scat­ 
tered about there. This scale in a little 
different from our red scale, and íb called 
the apidiotm amsontior, or 8an Ga­ 
briel red scale, from Australia, while ours 
is from Japan, and a much more raven­ 
ous chap. 
We went from there to La- 
m anda Park and made inquiries, hut 
found no oue who knew anything about 
this parasite we were hunting. 
We 
got a team 
and 
went 
to 
Sierra 
Madre 
Villa, 
where 
they 
have 
an 
orchard 
of 
3,000 
large 
or­ 
ange and lemon trees, that had been 
very badly effected with the red scale, 
and also with the white scale. 
The 
foreman of the orchard said that pre­ 
vious to the advent of the white sc :le, 
they were spraving and washing all the 
time, and that they could not keep them 
dow n; but after the white scale took 
possession, they went to using pure 
water, forced through a small 
nozzle 
with euch force as to knock the mo3c of 
them off tho trees, and then with a 
tarred band, wrapped tightly around the 
trees, kept them from crawling up the 
tree again; but notw ithstanding this, 
the white scale took the trees, and three 
m onths ago they got 225 of the “ ve- 
dolia or Australia lady-bug,” which has 
done its work complete on the white 
scale, and 
there 
is nothing left of 
them 
only 
the 
old 
hulls, 
aud 
strange enough, the vedolia is all gone, 
too; 
und the trees are putting out a 
fine growth, which he pays did not even 
start last year. 
Now that the red scale 
are all gone, we thought it woe the white 
scale which had cleaned them out. 
Bab 
now we know better, as in Los Angolés, 
where the vedolia have not reached, 
thev live a happy family. 
We could not 
find the parasites we went after, so we 
drove down to Mr. A. B. Chapman’n or­ 
chard of 20,000 citrus trees. 
We found 


Mr. Chapman just convalescing from a 
severe sickness, but he very kindly took 
bis pony and said that he would show as 
a tree in the lower part of his orchard 
that poemed full of red t-eale, and that we 
might find some of the parasites there. I 
will say that I visited his place three 
years ago, and he was running two spray 
wagons all of the time in the summer, 
and then he could not check the red 
scale, and gave his orchard over to the 
red and white both ; depending on the 
fates for a 
redemption, 
and 
truly 
it has 
come, 
for they have 
both 
nearly 
disappeared. 
The 
vedolia 
eats the white scale, and the golden-eyed 
lace-winged fly is what has destroyed the 
red scale. 
Professor Saunders, in his 
work on pntomology, says that “ the larvae 
of this fly is very destructive to aphides, 
roaming about among them like h o many 
tigers, with an appetite almost insatia­ 
ble.” We found tho tree, and the second 
leaf I took off I espied the little gentle­ 
men, not larger around than the leg cf a 
common house-fly, nor more than the 
thirty-second part of an inch long—hardly 
visible to the naked eye. Their wings 
are about three tim es as long as their 
bodies. 
Mr. M artin and 1 procured a box 
and filled it with the leaves and twigs 
which had a good many on, and brought 
them home with us, and have given them 
a space in our orchards to multiply and 
replenish. 
I have faith that in a few 
short m onths we will see the latt of the 
red scale, as they are now about seeing 
the end of them in the San Gabriel val­ 
ley.—[H. R. Snow, oi Tustin, in Santa 
Ana Blade.
